Resent. incidents on American, courses 


have led to the golfing pitblic being 


severely lectuted by an American writer 
as regards a stricter observance of the 
Ir is-a timely 
warning. Golf is the sport of gentlemen; 

and is Li ephagtlie by an exacting code ‘of 
ethics which none may break with a con- 
temptuous disregard of the feelings and 
the rights of his fellows. . If he docs he 
should be treated as an_outlaw. Tha 
problem presented to the New York Sup- 
reme Court for decision, ‘the result of an 
accident at. the Rumson Country Club, 
Seabright, New Jersey, makes one wonder 
where the end will Tead if -actions, for 
damages are brought for every mishap 
on the links, Ltke the motorist, tho 
golfer will, froni sheer preservation, re- 


‘| quire.to insure himself against every con- 


ccivable kind of risk. 


Tn the ease mentioned, Mr. John B. 
Harris,»a bond salesman, claimed $15,000 
damages against Mr, Henry Coe, son of 
a bankers who, it was alleged, struck the 
plaintiff on the head «with galt ball, 
causing concussion of the brain and tem- 
Lporary mental derangement, The .facts 
“showed that Mr. Harris was movil eB, from 
the green at a short hele, Mr. Coe’s tee 
shot struck him, incapacitating him from 
work for a period of twenty-one-months: 
A point ef golligg etiquette was involved: 
Is n player entitled to make his shot be- 
fore the players in from have left tho 
green, and hefore they are out of tha 

The answer will be—Most 
decidedly not. But the New York jury 
thonght otherwise, “for they decided that 
a golfer must extreise ordinary care 
saiuat being hit, by a ball from.a player 
following. and if he dees’ not and is hit 
he is merely ‘‘ out of Juck andcannot: 
ob ain redress, 


“Apparently, thé jury were {ndueneed 
by the judge's summing-up. He laid it 
down, that?‘ When.a player goes on tl 
links he assumes the risks of the pee 
as it is played by a reasonably prudent 
and careful person. He knows that the 
best players thake poor shots,’ and that 
the less experienced players often make 
‘them. In determining the degree of cara 
to be observed by the driving | player, the 
ordinary rules of negligence should be 
folic The driving | player miLst use 
ordinary care not to ihjure the player 
in front of him, but the player ahead 
must also ike, ordinary care so as hot 
ta be injured.” 


, AN INDEFENSIBLE ACT.
